and members kepi calling on the Speak-i 
er, and waving bills and resolutions in 
their hands like mad men.

Juan rose, have not been exaggerated. 
In this place alone no less than ei<*ht 
hundred and sixty houses—among them 
some of the best houses—were either 
much injured or totally destroyed, the 
frightened inhabitants flocking to lhe hills 
in crowds when they saw thai, the place 
must inevitably be inundated. The hou- 
ses immediately around the Plaza, inclu- 
ding the church and the dwellings of the 
priest and aicade, were injured but little, 
although the wafers cave even these a 
thorough soaking. 
To compute the en- 


tire loss sustained by Camargo were im- 
possible ; it would not amount to so 
much as many might suppose, for hun- 
dreds of the houses were of little value ; 
yet the amount of sufTeiing, as most of 
the people have lost their all, has been 
frightful. 


The only persons who remained in the 


place were lhe few American residents, 
who lived in canoes while the city was 
under water. 
Nearly opposite where 1 


am now writing, stands a large mesquit 
tree, in the top of which they built a 
roost which still remains.

President of the United Stales, addrc.ss-' 
ing himself first to the Senate in a coi.fi- \ 
detilial Message, and afterwards to both! 


1 louses of Congress in a public Me5«i"e,' 
had appealed !o them for advice and aid 
in bringing 10 a close the War with Mex- 
ico, as he ought to have done before he, 
by his sole action, began the war; or, to 
| use phraseology to which none can take- 
exception, before he placed our gallant 
litlle Army under Gen. TAYJ.OK in such 
a position as to make war inevitable. 


In pursuance of the public .Message, a 


bill was on Saturday introduced In a 
Committee of the Whole in the House of 


: Representatives, by one of the partisans 
of the Executive, for making an appro- 
priation of Two Millions of i Collars to en- 
able the President of the United States 
to negotiate a Treaty of Peace with Mex- 
ico, including most plainly the acquisi- 
tion, by force or purchase, or by 'both 
means conjointly, of a greater or less por- 
tion of Mexican territory. 
Tin's bill was 


debated both before and after the recess- 
on Saturday, and all was going merrily 
a;; marriage bells towards its consumma- 
tion, when the apple of discord was 
thrown into the midst of the majority by 
a motion of Mr. WJI..MOT, of Pennsylva- 
nia—lhe gentleman whom the (govern- 
ment paper eulogized, the other day, as 
"the bold and fearless arid truly able Wii,- 
JWOT," and in regard to whom we were 
given to understand, by the same author-' 
ity, that it was "a singular coincidence' 
that he is a native of the same town and 
county in the State as Mr. WALKER." 
This gentleman was "bold" enough to 
move a Proviso in the bill, and to carry it 
loo, declaring "that, as an express and | 
fundamental condition to the acqiiisiton! 
of any territory from the Republic of! 
Mexico by the United States, by v i i t u e i 
of any treaty which m a y b e negotiated' 
between them, and to the use by "the Ex- 
ecutive of the moneys herein appropria- 
ted, neither slavery nor involinitury acr-, 
v'tlndc shall ever exist in any part of said; 


territory, except for crime,' whereof lhe 
party shall first be duly convicted."— 
This amendment made the bill so very 
unacceptable to its most ardent friends 
that many of them voied against its pas- 
sage, and even Mr. M'KAY would nol 
vote for his own bill.
